A BRIGHTER 
OUTLOOK 


IT IS an opportune time to reflect upon 
events in the industry in the U.S and to con- 
sider what repercussions they will have on the 
business in this country. 

Following upon the lead of Warner 
Brothers, Columbia, it is reported, is planning 
to release part of its post-1948 library of 
features to television later this year. 

The news, a3 was the case with Warner 
Brothers, will be received with alarm by 
American exhibitors. Fortunately, the effect 
of the Warner and Columbia decisions are 
unlikely to be felt in this country for some 
time for it is believed that the releases to 
television will be largely restricted to the U.S 
and Canadian markets. 

In Britain, the industry has sensibly estab- 
lished a bulwark against the release of large 
blocks of films to television and, in conse- 
quence of the efficacy of FIDO, the impact 
of the American decisions is felt to a far 
lesser degree. 

The importance of the deals to the Ameri- 
can companies must not be overlooked, how- 
ever, for they produce much needed finance 
for the production of feature films, an in- 
creasingly costly business. 

Our New York report indicates that the 
ploughing back of residual earnings is en- 
couraging confidence in the industry in Wall 
Street where the predictions are that aften- 
dances in the U.S will show an upward 
trend. If history is anything to go by, it may 
well be that the pattern of business in Britain 
will follow the trend in America. 

There is no doubt that the bad weather of 
the past two months has had a salutary effect 
on the box-office. But other, not unimportant 
contributory factors were the number of 
excellent programmes which appealed to the 
public and the more vigorous and imaginative 
campaigns of sales promotion which are now 
being mounted. 

The recent experience, in fact, has shown 
that public interest can be regained with bold 
changes in advertising and release policie. 
The outlook, therefore, is not without great 
promise. 
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THE Board of Trade’s estimate of 
admissions for June confirms that the 
was the worst for business on record. 

However, it is comforting to know that the 
turn in the weather in July, and the inclement 
conditions this month, have contributed to a 
substantial resurgence in cinemagoing. 

It is interesting to note, too, that the shares 
of ABPC and Granada have gained a few points, 
following the upward swing in the stock market. 

The Rank Organisation's shares have remained 
pending the preliminary figures for the 
financial year which are expected on August 30. 

As was the case with ABPC. the Rank 
1ccounts are expected to reflect the decline in 
cinema admissions during the fiscal year. but 
the effect of this adverse trend. no doubt. will 
be offset to some extent by gains from the policy 
of diversification.

News of the Week 


Admissions reach a new low 


—8,400,000 a week in June 


CINEMA admissions and box-office re- 
ceipts fell to their lowest level on record in 
June. 

According to Board of Trade figures, which 
go back to 1954 when the weekly average ad- 
missions were 24,500,000 and receipts were 
£2,120,000, average weekly attendances during 
June were 8,400,000. This is 800,000 fewer than 
in May when a 2,100,000 drop was recorded 

June box-office takings dropped to a weekly 
average of £1,020,000, compared with £1,140,000 
in May and £1,390,000 in April 

It was the third time within seven months that 
sttendances were below 10 million a week. In 
May the average was 9,200,000 and in Decem- 
ber—the first time they fell below the 10 million 
mark—they were 9,500,000. 

The number of television licences has risen 
steadily throughout the first six months of this 
vear. In January 10,220 licences were issued, 
compared with 9,044 in January, 1959. 

By June the number had risen to 10,702, com- 
pared with 9,495 the same month last year.

U.S screen extras 
get pay rise 


THE American Screen Extras Guild has 
signed a new four-year wages agreement with 
the Alliance of Television Film Producers and 
the Association of Motion Picture Producers. 

Covering extras in theatrical television, com- 
mercial, industrial and other types of film, the 
agreement provides for a 10 per cent. pay in- 
crease in all categories for the first two years, 
starting June 1, 1960, and an adaditional five 


per cent. for the last two years of the con- 
tract. 
Under the new rates, general extra players. 


for instance, now receive 24.25 dollars a day 
against 22.05 dollars; dress and riders get 31.94 
dollars a day compared with the old rate of 
29.04 dollars, and silent bit extras 67.46 dollars 
a day against 61.33 dollars 


Extras will also take part in health and 
welfare plans, to which the motion-nicture and 
television film industries will make an_ initial 
50-dollar contribution pro-rated among all pro- 
ducers. Subsequent employer contributions will 
be on an equivalent percentage basis as that of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild Health and Welfare 
Plan 

Rates for wet work, body make-up, and 
special business and car and interview allowan- 
ces are increased under the agreement, which 
operates until June 30, 1964. 

Terms of the agreement are subject to ratifi- 
cation by the Screen Extras Guild membership 
and the boards of directors of both producer 
organisations.

Representations had been made to the town’s 
Watch Committee and they had recommended 
to the council that tne levy should be reduced 
by a half commencing in October. 

But at the same time, said Mr 
Watch Committee had ™ rather  illogically " 
added in their report that the tax was out of 
date and due for revision and steps should be 
taken to get it abolished. 

As a result, the West Bromwich Council had 
referred the findings back to the committee and 
in effect recommended that the nominal levy 
should be substituted for reduction by a half. 

“We are going to Birmingham to go all out 
for abolition,” said Mr. Jervis, adding that 
applications from individuals and circuits were 
nearly always doomed to failure. But where 
they were made by the branch they were treated 
with the utmost respect.

ONE of the main selling points in cinema 
showmanship during the period of the industry's 
rapid expansion was the comfort and attractive 
surroundings that the new theatres offered. 

Publicity issued by the theatres included 
iMustrations of the theatre, the services it pro- 
vided, and boasted of the high quality of 
presentation it intended to maintain. 

The war and the years following brought a 
rapid deterioration in the state of the cinemas 
making this kind of publicity impractical. 

In wartime the public was content to sit in 
halls nothing like the “film palaces” of the 
"thirties, just to gain relief and relaxation from 
the strain of everyday life. It was prepared to 
put up with the most appalling presentation, in 
surroundings that were frankly depressing. 


All this has now changed; the public wants 
comfort, service and facilities to suit its changed 
way of life. 

Little by little, theatres are getting back their 
smart looks. The services and presentation still 
have a very long way to go to catch up with 
the new coats of paint, but we are starting to 
realise that one of the biggest sales attractions 
for the cinema can be the cinema itself. 


There will always be the odd film that can

beat everything ; these by the very laws of aver- 
age can only happen once, or perhaps twice, a 
year—and they can't make a thriving industry 
on their own. 


To attract the widest audience we have to not 
only sell pictures, but service, comfort and atmo- 
sphere. This in the past helped to build the 
cinema into the largest entertainment industry in 


the world just as much as the film medium 
itself. 


As cinemas start to have more comfortable 
seating, better presentation, new equipment, and 
providing we can provide better and more con- 
siderate service, let us make it a top sales item 
to tell the public how the cinema has changed. 


Changed, not only with wider screens, stereo- 
phonic sound and more startling and adult pic- 
tures, but also—and just as important—in the 
comfort in which these new techniques can be 
enjoyed and appreciated. 

Sell the wonderland of cinema. The marble 
halls and fountains with pools and goldfish may 
have disappeared, but we have just as much to 
offer in new forms of decor and enjoyable 
surroundings. 


Sell the cinema as hard as we sell the film it's 
showing. 


THE COMPANY OF SHOWMEN 


A clean sweep with this tie-up 


MANAGERS are finding that the national tie- 
up with Hoover for “ Our Man in Havana”"’ is 
bringing at local level the maximum co-operation 
from dealers and the company’s representatives. 

This, as many will know, is not always the 
case of nationally linked advertising campaigns 
where the company’s advertising department is 
fully co-operative, but when dealers are 
approached they could not care less. 

Charlies Fowler, Essoldo, Huddersfield, made 
a particular point of this we!'come co-operation 
by his local Hoover reps and the resultant cam- 
paign had exura punch and coverage through 
this joint interest. 

The campaign was planned by the theatre ‘and 
Hoover's branch manager over an cight-week 
period, with the main costs being borne by 
Hoover. A decorated float made a town tour 
two days prior to playdate. Over a nine-mile 
radius more than 280 window displays were 
placed. 

A special newspaper was produced and 13,000 
copies were distributed at the theatre and from 
dealers’ counters. 

Press advertising had the same “big” 
approach, full pages were taken in all main 
local papers and the “I Spy” contest brought 
, large number of entries. 

To get people talking and to show appreciation 


for their help, all Hoover salesmen and shop 
assisiants were admitted to the theatre at reduced 
prices. Bookmarks and the usual renter’s aids 
completed another neat and well-spread 
paign.

An attractive and eye-catching foyer display 
was arranged by C. Jones, Regal, Harrogatc, 
for “‘ The Nun's Story."” This was simple and 
in perfect taste, a coloured painting of Audrey 
Hepburn in the centre of a leaded window was 
set in banks of flowers and its very simplicity 
would have gained more attention than a more 
flamboyant ard larger display. 


Advance booking 


Managers are experiencing the gradual intro- 
duction of an advance booking policy and I hope 
this individual arrangement will eventually become 
normal cinema policy. I am convinced it is 
the only method to build up an attitude in the 
public mind that the cinema is no longer the 
place to go when everything clse fails, but one 
for which patrons can plan and be assured of 
seats. 

G. Williams, Regent, Chatham, made a feature 
of his advance-booking office which was 
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attractive and drew special attention to the new 
policy. A gala opening night audience included 
representatives from the Town Hall, hospitals, 
police and magistrates and all normal publicity 
laid emphasis on the separate performance 
policy 

L. A. L. Moneypenny, Odeon, Jersey, had one 
item in his campaign for “ South Pacific "' which 
would have gained as much attention as all the 
others put together. 

This was a large banner across the towa’s 
cross roads. Knowing Jersey I appreciate that 
most holiday-makers and residents pass this 
section at some time. Special permission had to 
be gained from the State's Greffier and the Public 
Works Committee, and it shows the kind of 
public relations the manager and theatre must 
have built with the Island's civic authorities. 


Four-part serial 


Kenneth Edmondson, Odeon, Chester, placed 
a four-part serial for “Once More with Feeling ” 
with his local paper. This was well illustrated 
and looks a fine advance selling platform for the 
film. Competition leaflets were distributed at 
the theatre and from shops, prizes in this Yul 
Brynner and Kay Kendall general 
contest, were premium bonds. 

Normally, tie-ups with national advertisers 
are with particular films, but T. A. Steeples, 
Essoldo, Rotherham, arranged one with Reming- 
ton Electric Shavers with his theatre as the dua! 
selling link. Special displays and demonstra 
tions were arranged at the theatre, and even 
composite advertising was used in the press 


knowicdge 


It appears from the press and the general 
interest this stunt caused, that the tie-up was 
well worth while, gaining for the theatre men 
tions which, on the broadest basis, is bound to 
be to its benefit. 

Frank Lewis, Majestic, Bridgnorth, had a fine 
full foyer display for “ Our Man in Havana 
The national tie-up also helped him gain the 
first ever full composite page in his local paper 
and shop and away-from-the-theatre displays were 
also wider and more numerous than usual. 


Selling appeal 


G. Tuit, Essoldo, Hackney, had a good return 
from his tie-up with Remington Razors for 
“Sons and Lovers.” Two full windows were 
gained from dealers, and these carried well 
balanced material for film and razor. One of 
these was “live” with a man having a quick 
shave before “ taking his girl to sce *‘ Sons and 
Lovers.”"" The pictures fully confirm Tuit’s 
claim that the displays were eye-catching and 
with selling appeal. 

Obviously for a film title like 
Married,” the always attractive wedding gowns 
are a must, CC, Jomes, Regal, Harrogate, incor 
porated wedding-gowned models in his theatre 
displays. They were simple, set in the front 
of attractive and gay wallpaper on which the 
normal renter’s material had been arranged. 


“Let's Get

plays. Two laundries distributed leaflets featu:
